Japan Opens Yangtze, 
Bids For U.S. Treaty 


Tokyo, Dee. 18 (Jf)—Japan to­ 
day announced plans to re-open to 
third powers the 
lower 
part of 
China's Yangtze river In a move 
interpreted as removing a m ajor 
obstacle to conclusion of a new 
commercial treaty between the 
United States and Japan, 


The Yangtze, 
central 
China's 
main trade artery which opens up 
the greater part of China proper 
to foreign commerce, was closed 
to occidental tragic by the Japan­ 
ese in August, 1937. one month 
after outbreak of Japanese-Chin­ 
ese hostilities. 


A foreign 
office communique 
stated today the Japanese forces 
in China "have decided to make 
preparationi^^ with a view to lifting 
the ban 
on 
navigation 
in 
the 
Yangtso from Nanking downward 
under certain restrictions for tho 
maintenance of peace and order 
and for military operations.” 


The communique did not men­ 
tion tho dato of 
re-opening.

high source disclosed tho restric­ 
tions were not specified but it wai 


belltved they would be limited to

At 51. Broun, president of the 
American Newspaper Guild, was 
personally known to thousands of 
tho great and near great in New 
York and 
Washington 
and 
to 
thousands of others through his 
daily newspaper column " It Seems 
to Me.” 


A mountainous man, who was 
more than sl.v feet tall and weigh­ 
ed 250 pounds, he championed a 
continual series of social and po­ 
litical causes in 
his 
column, in 
magazine articles, on the rostrum, 
in picket lines and however else 
his fertile mind could devise. 


Until Thursday he had for 18 
years been a columnist 
for

New York 
World-Telegram 
and

counted for” in "fierce fighting’' 
over the Helgoland Bight area, in 
the North Sea about 20 miles off 
Germany’s northwest coast.

CRUISER SUNK; 
PLANES CLASH 
AT HELGOLAND 


BITTER AIR BATTLE 
CAUSES GERMANS 
HEAVY LOSSES

Britain tonight claimed resound­ 
ing North Sea nave victories over 
Germany, with 
a 
British 
sub­ 
marine sinking a G,000-ton Ger­ 
man cruiser, and reported a bitter 
air battle over Helgoland— “the 
biggest air engagement of the 
war.” 
A British public long impatient 
for reports of action was given 
lengthy details 
indicating that 
German-British warfare has de­ 
veloped speedily on the North Sea, 
both on the surface and in the air. 
In addition to sinking the one 
German cruiser, the British re­ 
ported they had struck another 
6,000-ton cruiser and also a heavy 
cruiser with submarine torpedoes. 
Stories Differ 
The air 
ministry announced 
that 12 
German Messerschmidt 
fighting planes 
were 
shot down 
and seven British bombers “unac­ 
counted for” in “ fierce fighting” 
over the Helgoland Bight area, in 
the North Sea about 20 miles off 
Germany’s northwest coast. 
One British air authority de­ 
scribed the battle as “the biggest 
air engagement of the war.” 
(German sources in Berlin said 
that 44 British planes had been 
attacked over Helgoland, and that 
34 were 
shot 
down. 
Germany 
officially denied the British claim 
of sinking a German cruiser.) 
Along with this bitter air and 
naval fighting, the British report­ 
ed suffering fishing and m erchant 
losses in the North Sea under a t­ 
tack by German bombers, listing 
two fishing traw lers and a small 
coasting steamer as sunk and an­ 
other trawler abandoned in Jk.. 
sinking condition. 
In addition, 
another small steam er and two 
naval trawlers were listed as long 
overdue and believed lost. 
Fishing Boats Attacked 
Added to this flood of war news, 
First Lord of the Admiralty Win­ 
ston Churchill tonight announced 
over the radio that the first Cana­ 
dian expeditionary force had been 
landed safely in an undesignated 
port. 
Citing the scuttling of the Ger­ 
man pocket 
battleship 
Admiral 
Graf Spee off Uruguay as showing 
the German fleet was on the run. 
Churchill added the Germans now 
were attacking “fishing boats.” 
“In their wrath,” he said, the 
German airforce had tried to 
bomb unarmed merchant ships, 
including an Italian one but sank 
C’lly 7 out of 24. 
One day last week, the admiral­ 
ty said tonight, only “bad visibili­ 
ty” prevented “annihilation” of a 
German squadron by a British

voting 
baldu 
of 
Ann Arbor citizens in 2i 
^lectiofti held in the period from rjLM to 
19»3 ha« been completed by Ur. James k . 
rolloclt, professor of political science 
at 
the University of Michigan. 


The study shows that in an eight period 
the men bad a voting percentage of near­ 
ly Dine per cent higher than that of wom­ 
en. The average participation 
of 
voters 
classifiedl according to r*ce or nationality 
-wm 86,5 per cent for 
the 
ioreign-boni, 


33.1 per cent of the native-born, and 21.2 
per cent for the Negro voters. 


An average of only 22 per cent of 
the 
registered voters between the ages of 21 
!\nd 30 voted In 10 elections from 1928 to 
1932. Of the eligiblo voters between 
the 
ages of 31 and 40, the average was 32.S 
per cent. In the age group from 61 to 60, 
tho average was 42.3 per cent. 


The statiitics reveal that the 
foreign- 
born show a greater appreciation of the 
privilege ot voting than do 
the 
native- 
born. This should aet back tome of the eo- 
called 100 per cent Americans, who have 
been endeavoring to arouae racial 
pre­ 
judices against those who have come here 
from other lands to enjoy the rights and 
responsibilities of 
American 
citizenship. 
The figures also seem to Indicate th a t our 
young people in America are 
not 
being 
trained adequately to assume their duties 
as citizens in their respective 
communi­ 
ties. 


It may be th a t the young people 
are 
disgusted 
with 
the 
manner 
In 
which 
their elders are running the government, 
a»ul therefore are not interested In politics. 
But here is where the schools and other 
agencies must come In to 
convince 
tho 
younger citizens th a t only by their active 
prtrlicipatlon in politics can they get the 
tho kind of government they 
feel 
they 
deserve. 


Lesson on Pensions 


A 
n y unemployed Colorado resident over 
the «Re of 60 is eligible to receive an 
ohl-age pension grant of $r»0 
a 
month. 
This is $20 a month more than the maxi­ 
mum paid in other states to jobless per­ 
sons over 6D. Tho federal government now 
is willing to kick in as high as 
115 
for 
every grant to persons above 65. 
After 
Jan. 1, Undo .Sam will go as high as |20. 
That still leaves it up to Colorado 
tax­ 
payers to m anage the additional $30 — 
the entire |5 0 in the cases of folks be­ 
tween tiO and 65. 


As a result of this pension law, property 
taxes in the city of Denver shot to an all- 
time high. In order to meet its share, the 
city increased its tax rate lo $18.70 per 
¡flOOO— a gain of |2.14. A nuisance tax of 
,no cents a wiieel was placed on autom o­ 
biles and trucks and a one-cent levy was 
placed on cigarets. lu addition, all firms 
doing business on tho Installment 
plan 
must pay a f50 annual license fee. 


Stales which have 
rejected 
abnormal 
jumps in their pension programs should be 
particularly thankful in this season of the 
year when budgets must be drawn 
and 
lax levies figured out.

Washington, D. C.— Reports that 
the 
recently formed government in Spain may 
establish a naval base on the island of Mi­ 
norca recall the fact that this was the last 
of the Balearic group lost by tho 
Loyal­ 
ists, Believing that the Island would prove 
advantageous lo the winning 
side, 
the 
Loyalists fought desperately to keep pos­ 
session of this historic spot off the east­ 
ern cost of Spain, Their loss of it is said 
to have been one of the turning points of 
the conflict. 


Before the capture of Minorca, an inter­ 
national tangle 
developed 
there 
when 
British and íYcnch ships 
patrolled 
the 
waters surrounding the island to protect 
their nearby Interests. Minorca, like the 
entire Balearic group of which it is 
the 
second largest. Is almost as close to French 
and Italian territory as to Spanish. 
Ex­ 
pand Minorca four times Us natural size, 
^n d even then It would not match the area 
of Rhode Island. 


Strategic stepplng-stoifcs between 
Ku- 
ro|)o and North Africa, the Balearles lie 
in the path of two imperial 
sea 
lanes. 
Minorca, easternmost of the islands. Is 
a 
geographic halfway m ark between France 
and her North African 
possessions. 
To 
the south runs tho British 
short-cut 
to 
India, by way of Gibraltar and the Sue* 
Canal. In addition, on both sides 
of 
the 
Islands, ships ply direct routes that link 
the 
Atlantic Ocean wUh ports of north­ 
east Spain, southern France, and western 
Italy. There is no question but that tho is­ 
land would afford an Ideal naval base. 


Minorca's location near 
British 
trade 
routes gave it seventy-one years of history 
under British rule, which left an English 
Imprint upon the island and 
Its 
people 
that is still noticeable. 


The population of Minorca is 
approx­ 
imately 45,000, and more than half live 
in Mahon, the capital— the most lingllsh 
spot on tho island. The name of Mahon Is 
used dally around the world, in the sauce 
said 
to have been named for it—mayon­ 
naise. 


lOxeept In a few spots, its people and Its 
buildings might be at home in an English 
village outside London. Because of early 
British occupation, women of the Island 
slay at home, while their Spanish sisters 
on nearby Islands work side by side 
in 
the fields with I heir husbands. Instead of 
the soft oxhide Spanish sandal, the 
Min­ 
orca maid wears shoes. And she tells how 
Lord Nelson, during the war with Europe, 
at the end of the eighteenth century, came 
lo Mahon, and seized and lived In a m an­ 
sion overlooking Mahon’s fine harbor. 


The excellent port of 
Mahon 
on 
the 
southeast coast suggests tho English prov­ 
inces, with its gleaming brass 
knockers 
and lace curtains. Vlsllors 
to 
Minorca’s 
coiinlry homes tell of seeing 
eighteenth- 
century English furniture and French en­ 
gravings from tho time of the Revolution. 


Of special interest to the people of tho 
rnlted .States is th«* fact that this 
little 
Island In the Mediterranean is the ances­ 
tral honte of Admiral David Farragut 
of 
Civil War fame. C.eorge Farragut. father 
of 
the Admiral, was horn in Minorca of 
the ancient Spanish House of Ferrngul, 
as it Is spelled there.

Minorca’s aulhentic history begins with 
the arrival of 
Ibe 
Carthaginian 
Mago, 
brother of Hannibal, in 210 B. C. The Is­ 
land was the cause of frequent conflicts 
between lOuropean 
sovereigns 
and 
the 
scene of pirate raids for centuries. In the 
war against 
Romo, 
the 
Carthaginians 
made good use of the Minorcans* special 
talent for sling warfare, Eveutiially, how­ 
ever, the Romans took over 
the 
Island. 
The 
Vauilals 
and Moors followed, after 
which Minorca, with the rest of the Bal­ 
earles, became a Mt>orish kingdom —• a 
pirate stronghold. 


Conquered by James 1 of Aragon in the 
Ihlrleenlh century, the li^land was seized 
by Ibe English five centuries later. Under 
llriiiHh rule, Minorca prospered from tho 
early part of the elghle»'nth century until 
(he St*ven Years’ War. 'I'he ownership of 
the little Island also was invoh’ed In the 
American Revolution when 
the 
French 
and Spanish captured it 
while 
England 
was busy overseas. Sixteen years later, at 
the 
beginning of the long struggle with 
Napoleon, the British again captured Min­ 
orca. It remained 
British 
until 
1802, 
when, under the I’eace of Amiens, it pass­ 
ed to Spain. 


In the prolecled inlets around tho 
is­ 
land are small fishing villages, whitened 
by frequent coats of whitewash. Back of 
these villaKes, the natives raise 
enough 
wheat for home neeiis. Wine, 
olive 
oil, 
potatoes, hemp, and flax are also produc­ 
ed in moderate quantities; melons, pome­ 
granates, figs, and almonds aro abundant. 
Some cattle, sheep, and goats are raised. 
If It were not for the Hcarcity of fuel, the 
lead, copper, an«l iron deposits could be 
profitably worked.

The Washington 
Meny«'Go^Round 


BV PKARSON AND ALLBN 
Washington— The naval battle between 
pocket-battleshlp Admiral Graf Spe« and 
the three British cruisers took 
place 
a 
long way from the U. S. A., but for Amer­ 
ican admirals it was extremely Important. 


For it settled the old feud 
inside 
the 
Navy Department between the 
eight-inch 
gun admirals and the six-inch 
gun 
ad­ 
mirals. That two inches in the size of 
a 
gun could rend the U. S. 
Navy 
literally 
asunder la hard for the average laymen to 
understand. Yet It happened. 


It happened in the days from 1922 to 
1935 when the size of cruisem was limited 
by international treaty. One group of ad­ 
mirals believed th a t the 
United 
States 
should build nothing but eight-inch 
gun- 
cruisers, while another group, headed by 
Admiral William V. Pratt, believed 
the 
Navy should have a 
few 
six-inch 
gun 
cruisers. 


The 
row got so bad that the late Ad­ 
miral Hilary Jones, who championed the 
eight-inch guns, came home In 
a 
buff 
from the London Naval 
Conference, and 
subsequently testified before a Senate com­ 
mittee that the American delegation to the 
conference had sold America short. 


By this time, every admiral In the Navy 
was lined up on one side or the 
other. 
They belonged either to the Jones group or 
the P ra tt group— with only two inches of 
a gun’s diam eter separating them. 
But 
these two Inches seemed wider than 
distance, between heaven and hell. 


— FAST SIX-SHOOTERS— 


Admiral P ra tt maintained that a 
Inch gun cruiser could shoot faster, and 
was much more effective at close range, 
at night or In foggy weather, and th a t tho 
American Navy should have some of them. 
For holding this view, some of his fellow 
admirals w’ould hardly speak to him, mem­ 
bers of the Senate Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee berated him, and the last days of 
his active career were most uncomfortable. 


But in last week's naval battle fought 
off the coast of South America, it was the 
two British six-inch gun cruisers. Ajax and 
Achilles, which chased the Admiral 
Graf 
Spee into Montevideo. The British cruiser 
Exeter, carrying cight-lnch guns, was put 
out of commission. 


The advantage which the six-inch gur. 
cruisers had was that 
they 
could 
fire 
faster. Their shells were smaller and 
the 
guns were loaded by hand. On the 
othei 
hand, eight-inch shells of the Exeter 
and 
the eleven-inch shells of the Admiral Spei 
were so big they had to 
be 
loaded 
by 
crane. 


Also the six-inch gun cruisers were able 
to maneuver 
rapidly 
behind 
smoke 
screens and get close to the Admiral Graf 
Spee. thus canceling out its superiority lu 
range. 


Admiral P ratt Is now retired, and sit­ 
ting by the sea at Belfast. Maine. B u t this 
ability to shoot fast and to hide w’as ex­ 
actly what he argued during the cutthroat 
war which split the Navy for ten years.

R 
URAL zoning would he adopted much 
more readily in Michigan and 
other 
states if the recommendations for federal 
aid to forested counties, subm itted by the 
Delta county committee to tho joint for­ 
estry committee a t Madison, 
eventually 
are embodied in congressional legislation. 
Henry W. Wylie, secretary of the rural 
zoning committee of 
the 
Delta 
county 
hoard of supervisors and spokesman for 
the Delta county county delegation to the 
forestry hearing in 
Madison, 
suggested 
that federal aid be given only 
to 
those 
counties, which have shown their willing­ 
ness 
to put their own house in order by 
adopting zoning for the control of the uses 
of land. 
Costs of local 
government 
are 
much 
higher than they should he because in the 
past families have been allowed to settle 
on land that was unsuited 
for 
fanning. 
Unable to carn a livelihood off the soil, 
many of these settlers have been forced to 
ask for welfare aid. In many instances also 
the county 
and 
township 
governments 
have been put to u n w a rra n te d expense In 
building roads and schools lo serve a few 
isolated settlers. 
Removal of much land off the tax rolls 
through federal acquisition also has creat­ 
ed fiscal problems for local governmental 
units within national forest 
boundaries. 
When lands revert to the state because of 
tax delinquency, the state conservation de­ 
partm ent pays IO cents per acre 
to 
the 
counties on all lands included in state for­ 
est, park and refuge areas, but the fed­ 
eral government at the present time does 
not 
pay anything on the land it has ac­ 
quired. 
Of course, the Forest Service w ill return 
25 per cent of th e gross income from the 
sale of tim ber on the forest lands to the 
local governmental units, b u t th e difficul­ 
ty is that on many of the cut-over areas 
th e re will not be any m erchantable tim ­ 
ber for m any years. 
In view of this situation, a movement 
wa* launched sometime ago 
in 
Upper 
Peninsula counties to secure 
legislation 
whereby 
th e 
federal governm ent would 
com pensate 
loral governm ents in the in­ 
terim for th e loss in tax revenues on forest 
lands. 
In this connection, the 
Delta 
county 
committee's report states: 
‘‘We recognize that local people assume 
their fair share of the 
responsibility 
of 
getting the greatest possible value from 
these federal funds, and we believe 
that 
this federal aid should ho given only to 
those counties which have shown 
their 
willingness to put their own house in or­ 
der by adopting an official use 
district 
may and a rural zoning ordinance for the 
control of uses of land in th eir county.” 
With federal aid wrapped up In this 
kind of a package, it is quite likely that 
more interest in zoning and other prob­ 
lems 
of 
proper land utilization will be 
shown in the l^ake States cutover region. 


33.1 per cent of the native-born, and 21.2 
per cent for the Negro voters.

and therefore are not interested in politics. 
But here is where the schools and other 
agencies must come in to 
convince 
the 
younger citizens th a t only by their active 
participation in politics can they get the 
the kind of government they 
feel 
they 
deserve. 


Lesson on Pensions 
A 
NY unemployed Colorado resident over 
the age of 60 is eligible to receive an 
old-age pension grant of $50 
a 
month. 
This is $20 a m onth more th an the maxi­ 
m u m paid in other states to jobless per­ 
sons over 65. The federal government now- 
is willing to kick in as high as 
$15 
for 
every g r a n t to persons above 65. 
After 
Jan. I, Uncle Sam will go as high as $20. 
T h a t still leaves it up to Colorado 
tax­ 
payers to m anage the additional $30 — 
tho entire $50 in the cases of folks be­ 
tween 60 and 65. 
As a result of this pension law, property 
taxes in the city of Denver shot to an all- 
time high. In order lo meet its share, the 
city increased its tax rate to $18.70 per 
$1000— a gain of $2.14. A nuisance tax of 
50 cents a wheel was placed on au to m o ­ 
biles and trucks and a one-cent levy was 
placed on cigarets. In addition, all firms 
doing business on th e installment 
plan 
must pay a $50 annual license fee. 
Stales which have 
rejected 
abnormal 
ju m p s in their pension program s should be 
particularly th ankful in this season of the 
year when budgets m u st be drawn 
and 
tax levies figured out.

Allies Cheered 
D 
ESTRUCTION of the G erm an 
pocket 
battleship Admiral Graf Spec 
by 
its 
Nazi ere* afte r it was forced to leave the 
Montevideo harbor bv tile Uruguayan gov­ 
ern m e n t on Sunday is hailed by the Allies 
as the first great naval victory of the E u ­ 
ropean war. 
The German admiralty apparently made 
the I>est possible choice in a bad situation. 
A fleet of British and F rench warships 
waited outside the harbor to resume 
the 
battle, in which the Graf Spec was badly 
crippled last week and forced to seek re­ 
fuge in the Montevideo harbor. To again 
engage in a light with the Allied ships 
quite likely would have meant defeat and 
the loss of many lives. 
The other alternative was to submit to 
Internment for tho duration of the 
war. 
This would have meant the loss of im port­ 
ant naval secret? to tile enemies, accord­ 
ing to the German 
ad m iralty ’s 
explana­ 
tion. Nazi propaganda already 
has 
been 
started to blame Uruguay for the loss of 
the Graf Epee, with 
charges 
that 
the 
Bouth American government did not 
give 
sufficient 
time for repairing the battle­ 
ship. 
The sinking of the Graf Spec leaves two 
German pocket battleships, roaming about 
th e oceans as a threat to allied aud neu­ 
tral shipping. The British are greativ en­ 
couraged, however, because 
they 
have 
dem onstrated they are able to cope with 
the sea raiders with the naval equipment

ists. Believing th a t the island w o u ld prove 
advantageous to the winning 
side, 
the 
Loyalists fought desperately to keep pos­ 
session of this historic spot off th e east­ 
ern cost of Spain. Their loss of it is said 
to have been one of the t u r n in g points of 
the conflict. 
Before the capture of Minorca, a n inter­ 
national tangle 
developed 
th e re 
when 
British and French ships 
patrolled 
the 
waters surro u n d in g the island to protect 
their nearby interests. Minorca, like the 
entire Balearic group of which it is 
the 
second largest, is almost as close to French 
and Italian territory as to Spanish. 
E x ­ 
pand Minorca four times its n a t u ra l size, 
a n d even then it would not m atch th e area 
of Rhode Island. 
Strategic stepping-stoifes between 
E u ­ 
rope and North Africa, the Balearics lie 
in th e path of two imperial 
sea 
lanes. 
Minorca, easternm ost of the islands, is 
a 
geographic halfway m ark between France 
and her North African 
possessions. 
To 
the south ru n s the British 
short-cut 
to 
India, by way of Gibraltar and the Suez 
Canal. In addition, on both sides 
of 
the 
islands, ships ply direct routes t h a t link 
the 
Atlantic Ocean with ports of n o rth ­ 
east.

Minorca’s location near

routes gave it seventy-one years of history

The population of Minorca is

spot on the island. The nam e of Mahon is

The Washington 
Merry-Go'Round 


BY PEARSON AND ALLEN 
W ashington— The naval battle between 
pocket-battleshtp A dm iral Graf Spec and 
the three British cruisers took 
place 
a 
long w ay from the U. S. A ., but for Am er­ 
ican adm irals it was extrem ely im portant. 
For it settled the old feud 
inside 
th e 
Navy Departm ent between the 
eight-inch 
gun adm irals and the six-inch 
gun 
ad­ 
m irals. That two inches In the size of 
a 
gun could rend the U. S. 
Navy 
literally 
asunder is hard for the average laym en to 
understand. Y et it happened. 
It happened in the days from 1922 to 
1935 when the size of cruisers was lim ited 
by international treaty. One group of ad­ 
m irals believed that the 
United 
States 
should build nothing but eight-inch 
gun- 
cruisers, w hile another group, headed by 
Adm iral W illiam V. Pratt, believed 
the 
Navy should have a 
few 
six-inch 
gun 
cruisers. 
The 
row' got so bad that the late A d­ 
m iral H ilary Jones, who cham pioned the 
cight-inch guns, cam e hom e in 
a 
huff 
from the London N aval 
Conference, 
and 
subsequently testified before a Senate com ­ 
m ittee that the Am erican delegation to the 
conference had sold Am erica short. 
By this tim e, every adm iral in the Navy 
was lined up on one side or the 
other. 
They belonged either to the Jones group or 
the Pratt group— with only two inches of 
a gu n ’s diam eter separating them . 
But 
these two inches seem ed w ider than 
distance between heaven and hell. 
— FAST SIX-SHOOTERS— 
Adm iral P ratt m aintained that a 
inch gun cruiser could shoot faster, and 
was much m ore effective at close range, 
at n ight or In foggy w eather, and that the 
American Navy should have som e of them . 
For holding this view , som e of his fellow 
adm irals would hardly speak to him , m em ­ 
bers of the Senate Foreign A ffairs Com­ 
m ittee berated him , and the last days of 
his active career w ere m ost uncom fortable. 
But in last w eek’s naval battle fought 
o ff the coast of South Am erica, it was the 
two British six-inch gun cruisers. Ajax and 
A chilles, which chased the Adm iral 
Graf 
Spee into M ontevideo. The British cruiser 
Exeter, carrying cight-inch guns, was put 
out of com m ission. 
The advantage which the six-inch gur. 
cruisers had was that 
they 
could 
fire 
faster. Their shells were sm aller and 
the 
guns w'ere loaded by hand. On the 
othei 
hand, eight-inch sh ells of the Exeter 
and 
the eleven-inch sh ells of the Admiral Spet 
were so big they had to 
be 
loaded 
by 
crane. 
Also the six-inch gun cruisers were able 
to m aneuver 
rapidly 
behind 
smoke 
screens and get close to the Admiral Graf 
Spee, thus canceling out its superiority ii; 
range. 
Adm iral Pratt is now retired, and sit­ 
ting by the sea at B elfast. Maine. B ut this 
ability to shoot fast and to hide was ex­ 
actly w hat he argued during tho cutthroat 
war which split the Navy for ten years.

posed to m ake a trans-atlantic call, 
un­ 
less by authority of one of them. 
But in the Latin American field, 
the 
rules are not so rigid, and with increasing 
Good Neighbor business, it’s 
a 
common 
thing to call not only Havana and Mexico 
City. but even Rio de Janeiro and Buenos 
Aires.

TINKER KNOWN 
IN PENINSULA 


Directed Establishing of 
Hiawatha, Marquette, 
Ottawa Units 


E. W. Tinker, who has resigned 
as assistant chief of the state and 
private forestry division of the 
U. S. forest service to become ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Pulp and Paper 
association, 
is 
well known in the upper penin­ 
sula. 
Tinker, a graduate of Michigan 
State college and the Yale for­ 
estry school, for many years prior 
to his promotion as assistant to 
the director at Washington was 
supervisor of the forest service's 
North Central region, which in­ 
cludes Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, and played an impor­ 
tant part in the founding of na­ 
tional forests in these states. 
24 Years of Service 
At the time of his retirement 
he had completed 24 years in the 
forest service, which he joined in 
1915. 
Like most of the high­ 
ranking federal forest officials, 
Tinker started at the bottom as 
a forest ranger and gained pro­ 
motion through continuous service 
in various forest regions of the 
country. 
During his term as supervisor 
of the North Central region, Mar­ 
quette national forest in the east­ 
ern end of the peninsula, Hia­ 
watha national forest in the cen­ 
tral area and Ottawa national for­ 
est in the western end of the pen­ 
insula were greatly expanded and 
now are among the most impor- 
tana forest and recreation areas in 
the upper peninsula. 
Forest Areae Expanded 
Under Tinker’s direction federal 
forest land acquisition also pro­ 
gressed rapidly in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota where federal forest 
holdings now total several mil­ 
lions of acres. 
Tinker’s success in dealing with 
private interests in rounding out 
the forest service’s land acquisi­ 
tion program in the lake states 
was paramount in his promotion 
as assistant to the 
director 
in 
charge of the state and private 
forestry division. 
In the three years he held this 
post, Tinker’s main job was the 
complex one of being Bason man 
for the forest service in its rela­ 
tions with state forestry depart­ 
ments throughout the country.

Retention of the CCC program 
without curtailment. 
Congressional approval of Rep.

Service acquire right-of- 
way and plant trees along state, 
federal and county highways. 
That every means be taken to 
give unemployed woodsmen work 
in the rehabilitation, development 
and protection of forest lands.

Wylie Testifies 
Mr. Wylie, serving as 
spokes­ 
man for the .Delta county delega­ 
tion, testified before the congres­ 
sional committee at Madison, 
in 
addition to submitting the written 
report. 
Delta county’s problems 
were described as being typical of 
those of other counties 
in 
the 
Upper Peninsula cutover district. 
Practically all of Delta county 
was originally 
in 
forests, 
Mr. 
Wylie pointed out. 
The develop­ 
ment and settlement of the county 
went hand in hand with the har­ 
vesting, milling and shipping of 
the timber crop. A majority of the 
towns and villages started as 
a 
result of the sawmills. During the 
harvesting of the crop a consider­ 
able area was developed as farms. 
Ready markets were available lo­ 
cally as a result of the lumber in­ 
dustry. 
As areas were cut 
over 
the 


mills shut down. A number of the 
mill owners, loggers and millmen 
moved to other logging areas, but 
a large number 
also 
remained. 
Many attempted farming, often on 
marginal and submarginal 
land 
but due to the loss of local mark­ 
ets and inability to no longer se­ 
cure at least part time employ­ 
ment in the woods or in the mills, 
many were unable to make suffi­ 
cient income. As a result land tax 
delinquency 
and unemployment 
followed. Mr. Wylie stated that at 
times as much as 50 per cent of 
the population has been depend­ 
ent upon public welfare aid. 
Mr. Wylie reviewed the history 
of land zoning in Michigan, 
and 
said that Delta county is ready to 
start on a program of developing 
the forest, agricultural and rural 
land of the county on a perman­ 
ent, substantial 
basis. 
Endorse­ 
ment of the National 
Resources 
Committee report on tho North­ 
ern Lake States was also given. 
Objectives of Bill 
It was explained that the objec­ 
tives of the cooperative reforests 
Bon bill are considered highly de 
sirable in the Upper Peninsula. It 
is felt that the legislation will ac­ 
complish

ends: 
Keep private forest lands in pri­ 
vate ownership, prevent tax 
de­ 
linquency on privately owned for­ 
est lands; increase the county tax

Bradley’s Bill Endorsed 
In urging

Bradley’s land acquisition bill, the 
report states that experience has 
shown that roadside timber cuts 
snow drifting to a minimum and 
reduces winter maintenance costs.

?hild health activities, including

organizations with this money.

igo. Dr. Towey said. 
There are 
now 4 800 hospital

slate for the care of patients, and 
tho death rate has been reduced 
to only u6 per 100,000 population. 
I’pper Peninsula counties have a 
higher death rate due to the fact

more susceptible to the disease, 
and because of poor housing con­ 
ditions and certain occupational 
hazards, particularly 
In 
mining 
where workers become victims of 
silicosis. Delta county’s tiibercul- 
osis rate is 62 per 100,000 popu­ 
lation.

Finland Bound to IM\S. 
By Early Colonial Ties 


•PENLAND is known to the ater* 
age American as a nation that 
pays its w ar debts and as the 
home of the p “Flying 
Finn”— 
Paavo Nurmi. * But ties with the 
Baltic nation, now menaced by an 
expanding - Soviet * Russia, - go- tar 
deeper. 
Not ao well* known, perhaps, Is 
Finland’s role in the colonization 
of America, commemorated on the 
Finnish stamp, above. 
In 1638 
Finland, as part of Sweden, co­ 
operated 
in 
the settlement of 
Delaware. The thriving colony 
was later taken over by the 
Dutch. 
Today in America, there 
arc 140,000 native-born Finns or 
descendants of Finns. 
Finland became independent in 
1920, revolting against Bolshevik 
rule. 
The nation is * the sixth 
largest in Europe, has a popula­ 
tion of 3,667.000. «Lumbering 
the principal industry, wood prod­ 
ucts the chief export.

Many Persons Attend 
Seventh Annual 
Grid Bust 


Coaches 
and 
players of Es­ 
canaba and St. Joseph high school 
football teams were guests of the

take a green boy in practice, work 
with him slowly 
and 
painfully, 
and then watch him develop into 
a polished player. They all react 
differently to different situations 
and that is what makes the sport 
interesting. Sometimes, of course, 
we do not always attain the end 
fo- which we are 
striving 
but 
that makes (he satisfaction all the 
greater when a boy does respond 
to coaching and develops. 
(•ame Should Be Fun 
"One of tho principal aims of 
football as I see it is to make the 
game interesting to the players. 
When tho game ceases to be fun, 
it has lost its place in our system. 
I. for one, fail to see the game aB 
I drudge," said the speaker. 
Waldorf told a bit about Bill 
DeCorrevont, his prize sophomore 
who was one of the most highly 
publicized high school athletes in 
he nation two years ago and who 
was called a flop this fall when he 
failed to live up to expectations 
as a runner. 
“DeCorrevont," 
said Waldorf, 
“is a fine boy. At no time was he 
over touched by the reams of pub­ 
licity he received. He took coach­ 
ing very well and his inability to 
continue as a runner 
was 
due 
mostly to our lack of blocking. He 
did develop into a fine all around 
player and, as the season ended, 
was the best defensive safety man 
we had.

GIVE 
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War Finance Problems 
Are Worrying Britons

N o question is more vital than 
th is one of E n gla n d ’s capacity to 
iin a n ce a lo n g and dangerous w ar 
and in no other field docs one 
h ear aa m uch anxiety expressed. 
A lready, J. M. K eynes is in the 
forefront w ith a su gg estio n that 
there b e com pulsory savings, to 
be used by th e governm ent, w hich 
h as m et w ith bitter opposition on 
th e ground that that w ould be im ­ 
p osin g 
another 
incom e tax and 
th at th e burden w ould rest too 
h eavily upon the w orkin g classes. 


Everybody recalls the trem en­ 
dous financial aid given by the 
U nited States to England in the 
la st Btrngglo and w onders what 
w ill take its placc. 
Indeed, the 
problem of h ow to get the dollars 
th a t w ill bo nece.«5sary under the 
cash and carry plan of our N eu ­ 
trality I.aw is w ithout doubt th e 
m o st serious one that confronts 
th e Chancellor of the E xchequer 
and w ill continue to cause him th e 
greatest anxiety. 
It has already 
ied to the decision to restrict im ­ 
ports from th e United States in 
th e 
m ost 
ruthless 
w ay— one 
American publisher has show n m e 
h is correspondence w ith tho gov­ 
ern m en t in w hich he says that a 
continuance 
of 
tho present em ­ 
bargo on im portations w ill put nn 
end to his London business, n e ­ 
cessita te the discharge of his n u m ­ 
erous E nglish em ployees und the 
lo ss of his position in th e B ritish 
p ublishng world, in w hich he has 
been of especial help in introduc­ 
in g British authors to th e A m er­ 
ican public. 
H e cannot even get 
nn answ er to his repeated com ­ 
m unications. 
The 
govern m en t 
h a s decided th a t it w ill cut ou t 
every im port from A m erica th at 
E ngland can live w ith ou t in order 
to conserve every dollar for es- 
nential w ar m aterials and require­ 
m en ts. 
A ll cultural needs w ill go 
by the board, w hich Is (h e case in 
•11 wars. 


C hancellor CrKlcizcil

n eutral purchasers w ho may be 
Induced to buy it. 


In return, the private EngU^íh 
Investor, who will be forced to 
turn ovtM- his foreign owned pro­ 
perty to his g<»vernnuMit, will re­ 
ceive its promi.'ies to pay which 
m ay or may not bo good w hen tho 
w ar is over.

Uuleh« 
th e governm ent can finance itself 
by taxation and tho borrowing til' 
real haviriKS. there )h certain to 
be an inflationary rise t>f pileen 
w hu h will in« reane tlu* «Dist of the 
w ar and upoet condiilonH ptMieial- 
ly. 
Some rise in piliM-.s it, in ev ita­ 
ble, If only to «■r.mj>en>iate for th e 
fall of th** pound. 
1 am assured 


that tho governm ent is w atch in g 
this phase very closely, being fu l­ 
ly aw are of the dattger of a spiral 
riso of w ages and prices. 
This 
danger 
was 
w ithout d oubt also 
one of the reasons for tho steep ­ 
ness of the first waT budget. 


But, as one of the leading f i­ 
nanciers has just iidniitted to me, 
if the orthodox m ethods of fin an c­ 
ing tho war do not su ffice, then 
inflation will com e “ because tho 
government 
m ust 
get 
wMtat it 
w a n ts” Iti order to w in tho war. 
Ho doc.s not think that m oderate 
inflation will m ake much chiingo 
during the war hut he ad m its that 
it 
w ill 
intensify (ho post-war 
problem 
if 
prodttctivo resources 
are diverted to tho CJovernment 
by Inflation rather than by taxa­ 
tion and borrowing. 
Today all 
export of British capital abroad is 
strictly prohibited, as is alm ost 
all private investm ent at h om e— 
save w here It Is connected with 
war expansion. 
Thus has th e w ar 
already 
checked 
t h i grow th of 
Enghind and all savings arc being 
"rtithlessly 
shepherded into the 
governm ent fold" not to go into 
creative undertakings but to bo 
spent 
as 
ruthlessly for tho do- 
structive purposes of war. 


I am often asked if the condi­ 
tion of England at the outbreak 
of 
this 
war w as not financially 
far less favorable than w hen the 
last cam e In 1!*14. 
In som e re­ 
spects England was not as w ell off 
this time. 
In 1!U4 tho E nglish 
public 
held 
enormoti« quantities 
of A m eriian 
sccu iltles, 
notably 
ralh'oad bonds and stocks which 
w ere 
then 
gilt-edged and stood 
very higli. 
Today, <*omparatlvely 
few' American eecuritles arc o w n ­ 
ed in England and many o f th ose 
are so low that their realization 
will produce relatively little. 


A s 
already 
pointed out, E n g ­ 
land will not bo able to borrow 
from us, which is how ever so m e­ 
w hat offset by th e fact that she 
does not have to finance a ntim- 
ber of sm all A llies as during the 
last war. 
Again, tho British bal­ 
ance of paym ents w as not as fav ­ 
orable

A u gu st as in 1914, 
w hich w as probably due to th e re­

w ith Germany.

On tho other hand, thero are n 
ntimlier of points where tho situ a ­ 
tion 
of 
England is better this 
tim e. 
It is true that (ho national 
debt Btood at seven billion pounds 
aH against only 600 m illions be­ 
fore, but the Income w hich car­ 
ried th e 1U39 figure is at least 
one-third larger— and this despite 
all th o losses of (he last w ar and 
of (ho depression. 
Indeed, eco n ­ 
om ists are certain that all classes 
o f E nglishm en, and particularly

low est 
paid, have a larger

all kinds o f goods 
such as food, clothing,

Already, J. M. Keynes is in the 
forefront with a suggestion that 
there be compulsory savings, to 
be used by the government, which 
has met with bitter opposition on 
the ground that that would be im­ 
posing another income tax and 
that the burden would rest too 
heavily upon the working classes. 
Everybody recalls the tremen­ 
dous financial aid given by the 
United States to England in the 
last struggle and wonders what 
will take its place. 
Indeed, the 
problem of how to get the dollars 
that will be necessary under the 
cash and carry plan of our Neu­ 
trality Law is without doubt the 
most serious one that confronts 
the Chancellor of tile Exchequer 
and will continue to cause him the 
greatest anxiety. 
It has already 
led to the decision to restrict im­ 
ports from the United States in 
the 
most 
ruthless 
way— one 
American publisher has shown me 
his correspondence with tho gov­ 
ernment in which he says that a 
continuance of tho present em­ 
bargo on importations will put an 
end to his London business, ne­ 
cessitate the discharge of his num­ 
erous English employees and the 
loss of his position in the British 
publishug world, in which he has 
been of especial help in introduc­ 
ing British authors to the Amer­ 
ican public. 
Ile cannot even get 
an answer to his repeated com­ 
munications. 
The 
government 
has decided that it will cut out 
every import from America that 
England can live without in order 
to conserve every dollar for es­ 
sential war materials and require­ 
ments. All cultural needs will go 
by the board, which is the case in 
all wars. 
Chancellor Criticized 
As for the new taxation, I have 
heard the Chancellor called both 
a 
Bolshevik 
and a Fascist by 
business men, but the consensus 
is that his was a first-class budget 
and that he did exactly th© right 
thing in putting on heavy taxes at 
once. 
As it is he will only get 
about 150,000,000 pounds out of 
ti em this year and perhaps not 
more 
than 
220 or 230,000,000 
pounds next year which is less at 
the 
present 
exchange than one 
billion dollars and it is certainly 
not necessary to tell Americans 
what a little way a billion dollars 
goes in a modern war. 
Already 
the war is costing England $30,- 
000,000 a day and the first appeal 
to buy war bonds has met with 
what 
the 
London 
newspapers 
could only call “fair” success. Sir 
John Simon wishes to raise half 
the sums needed by taxation and 
half by borrowing. 
Ho may be 
able to do this but it is open to 
doubt. 
These things, however, are cer­ 
tain: 
lf this war lasts a couple of 
years tho most tremendous sacri­ 
fices will be required of all who 
have means. 
England will stead­ 
ily have to make inroads upon her 
capital— her people will bo lucky 
if 
they 
escape a capital levy, 
which people in Germany are al­ 
ready expecting will be their lot. 
England will have to sell, after 
Si time, the assets of its citizens 
abroad, that is overseas invest­ 
ments of every kind and may have 
to sell control of some of its own 
industrial establishments to any 
neutral purchasers who may be 
Induced to buy it. 
In return, the private English 
investor, who will be forced to 
turn over his foreign owned pro­ 
perty to his government, will re­ 
ceive its promises to pay which 
may or may not be good when tho 
war is over. 
Two years of this and England 
will face tremendous social and 
financial readjust meats. 
Danger of Inflation 
That the danger of inflation is 
present cannot be denied. Unless 
tho government can finance itself 
by taxation and tile borrowing of 
real savings, there is certain to 
be an inflationary rise of prices 
which will increase the cost of the 
war and upset conditions general­ 
ly. 
Some rise in prices is inevita­ 
ble, if only to compensate for the 
fall of the pound. 
I am assured 


(hat the government is watching 
this phase very closely, being ful­ 
ly aware of the danger of a spiral 
rise of wages and prices. 
This 
danger 
was 
without doubt also 
one of (he reasons for tho steep­ 
ness of the first war budget. 
But, as one of tho leading fi­ 
nanciers has just admitted to me, 
if the orthodox methods of financ­ 
ing tho war do not suffice, then 
inflation will come "because the 
government 
must 
get 
what it 
wants” in order lo win tho war. 
Ho docs not, think that moderate 
inflation will make much change 
during the war but he admits that 
it 
will 
intensify tho post-war 
problem 
if productive resources 
arc diverted to the Government 
by inflation rather than by taxa­ 
tion and borrowing. 
Today all 
export of British capital abroad is 
strictly prohibited, as is almost 
all private investment at home— 
save where it is connected with 
war expansion. 
Thus has the war 
already 
checked 
th3 growth of 
England and all savings are being 
“ruthlessly 
shepherded into the 
government fold” not to go into 
creative undertakings but to be 
spent 
as 
ruthlessly for the de­ 
structive purposes of war. 
I am often asked if the condi­ 
tion of England at the outbreak 
of this war was not financially 
far less favorable than when the 
last came in 1314. 
In some re­ 
spects England was not as well off 
this time. 
In 1914 tho English 
public held enormoira quantities 
of American 
securities, 
notably 
railroad bonds and stocks which 
were 
then 
gilt-edged and stood 
very high. 
Today, comparatively 
few' American securities are own­ 
ed in England and many of those 
are so low that their realization 
will produce relatively little. 
As already pointed out, Eng­ 
land will not bo able to borrow 
from us, which is however some­ 
what offset by the fact that she 
does not have to finance a num­ 
ber of small Allies as during tho 
last war. 
Again, the British bal­ 
ance of payments was not as fav­ 
orable 
last 
August as in 1914, 
which was probably due to the re­ 
call 
of 
British 
capital 
from 
abroad as British investment op­ 
portunities increased and became 
more 
attractive. 
This 
shows 
again 
that 
tho government has 
less overseas purchasing power 
than when it last went to war 
with Germany. 
Some Hotter Advantages 
On tho other hand, there are a 
number of points where the situa­ 
tion 
of 
England is better this 
time. 
It is trite that tho national 
debt stood at seven billion pounds 
as against only 600 millions be­ 
fore, hut tho income which car­ 
ried tho 1939 figure is at least 
one-third larger— and this despite 
all tho losses of the last war and 
of the depression. 
Indeed, econ­ 
omists are certain that all classes 
of Englishmen, and particularly 
(he lowest paid, have a larger 
quantity 
of 
all kinds of goods 
such as food, clothing, housing 
and amusements than twenty-five 
years ago. 
Thus (her© is much 
more fat to bo drawn upon, par­ 
ticularly as it is estimated that of 
tho national Income no less than 
about two billions «? dollars was 
being saved. 
Not only are tne total resources 
bigger, but never was there so 
largo an 
overhauling, 
reequip­ 
ment and reorganization of Brit­ 
ish industry as during tho depres­ 
sion. 
This makes for increased 
efficiency, insures a greater war 
potential, and means that in some 
respects England was much hotter 
prepared for war than when the 
pistol shot at Sara.evo set the 
world aflame. 
England is espe­ 
cially proud of the way its air­ 
craft industry has expanded (lur­ 
ing the last twelve months. 
It is 
called by those in the confidence 
of 
the 
government "one of tho 
most amazing industrial develop­ 
ments 
of 
modern 
times.” 
In 
twelve months it expanded seven­ 
fold. 
Eigteen mouths ago it was 
smaller than the American nir-in- 
dustry. 
Today it is probably four 
to six times as large. 
Economy Well Organized 
Finally, tho British government 
is proud of tho fact that the ma­ 
chinery 
for 
contracting civilian 
consumption and diverting all pro­ 
ductive resources to the sole aim 
of war needs is already as well
